XVIII-LXLClaims 18-29, drawn to a method of decreasing resistivity with a peptide, said 
peptide having an amino acid sequence as set forth in ONE of SEQ ID NO: 1, 4- 
47, classified in class 435, subclass 7.8. 
LXII-CIV.Claims 30-36, drawn to a method of altering water flux across an epithelial 
cell by contacting the cell with an amino acid sequence as set forth in ONE of 
SEQ ID NO: 4-47, classified in class 435, subclass 375. 
CV. Claims 37-40, drawn to a method of cell killing with an amino acid sequence as 

set forth in SEQ ID NO: 2, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions XVIII-LXI, LXII-CIV and CV are independent and distinct, each from the 
other, because the methods are practiced with materially different starting materials, have 
materially different process steps, and are for materially different purposes.
